DIFFERENCE WAXES WARM. 


England and Fraui e Near War Over 


Fmlioda Qurellou. 


London Oct It— The British cabinet 


has been summoned to meet early next 
week to discuss $he Fashoda question. 
It is understood that the government 
proposes to take the steps necessary 
to insist upon an early definite state- 
ment on the subject from France 


The British admiralty has ordered 


every seagoing warship to have Its 
crew made up to Its full complement, In 
case of mobilization These orders of 
the admiralty practically means the 
complete telling off prospectively of 
every ship's company in detail. Four 
torpedo boats about to be repaired 
have had their orders countermanded, 
and instructed to re-draw their stores. 
Officers on leave of absence have bj£en 
notified to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for commission on reserve ships, 
if necessary 


The excitement over the Fashoda 


question led an Irishman this morn- 
Ing to smash the windows of Itie Punch 
office with an umbrella because there 
was displayed a cartoon of John Bull 
threatening a French organ grinder 
who did not depart when ordered to 
do so.

Novel Xxperlneat u to What Boys an* 


Girls Woold Do Wltb •». 


A very interesting experiment with 


school cfifldren' was recently made in 
Springfield, Mags, by Dr. George E. 
Dawaon. He persuaded 1,307 of them, 
nearly equally divided as to sex, to 
write an answer to tbe query, "If yon 
had $5, all your own, what would you 
do with it'" Nearly one-half of them 
(44 per cent) answered tbat they'wiuW 
deposit tW xnoney in a bank, 18.8 per 
cent would boy clothing, 2.9 per cent 
would buy something to eat, 15.8 per 
cent would buy toys and other means 
of amnsement, 3 1 per cent would buy 
jewelry and finery, nine-tenths of 1 per 
cent would buy firearms, 1.7 per cent 
would spend it for travel, 14 per oent 
wonld spend it for others and 6 per cent i 
would buy books, etc. 
- 


The disposition to save shown by so 


many of the obildren is attributed by 
Dr Dawson largely to their susceptibil- 
ity to suggestion. While the children 
do not realize the full significance of 
saving, the idea has been engrafted up- 
on their minds and is bound to have its 
influence. In noting the percentage of 
there ,who would buy clothing it thould. 
be remembered, he says, that many of 
the children were in urgent need of 
something better to wear. Those who 
voted for something to eat wore mostly 
under 7 yearn of age In regard to trav- 
el, the figures show that as children 
grow older tbe desire to go out into the 
world increases tapidly, reaching ita 
height at about the beginning of adoles- 
cence.

Most 
rich folk either Inore their begging let- 
ters altogether or turn them over to private 
secretaries, only giving personal attention 
to such epistles as seem to these function- 
aries worthy of attention.

cago to Columbus. 


Rain Without Effect on the 


People's Ardor. 


Addresses at Various Places Atang tho Route 


Before Largo Audiences. 


Cincinnati, Oct. 22.—nefying the wind 


and rain of a most disagreeabl* October 
day, the citizens of Indiana and Ohio yes* • ^ 
terday congregated in great numbers r-t 
every station along the line of the presi- 
dential journey, and never were they dis- 
appointed, for the president appeared at 
every point to speak a few words to his 
constituents. 


Perhaps the most Imposing- demonstra- 


tion of the day was in Indianapolis, where 
the streets through which the president 
was driven to the state house were 
jammed with cheering people. Hare, on 
the steps of the capitol, Mr. McKinley 
delivered one of the most striking and 
eloquent addresses of his western tour. 


At Connersville, Ind., a two months 


old baby was handed over the railing 
from the rear platform into the arms of 
Secretary Wilson, who presented to the 
president his youngest namesake—"Will- 
iam McKinley. Another humorous In- 
cident was when Secretary Wilson was 
introduced after the president had fin- 
ished his remarks at ConnersviHe. Twice 
Mr. Wilson commenced to speak, and 
twice he was 'interrupted by the starting 
of the train. Then 
Secretary Gage 


shouted: "The eloquence of the secre- 
tary of agriculture starts the wheels 
going." Amid great laughter Mr. Wilson 
then concluded his brief address.

The president in his speech in Nobles- 


vine said: "Rejoicing as we do over the 
victories of war, let us be careful in jus- 
tice and right to gather the triumphs of 
peace.

part; the citizens must now do theirs; 
and I pray God that wisdom may lie 
given all of us to so settle this vexed and 
vast problem as to bring honor to our

The last stop before Cincinnati was 


reached was Hamilton. Here the presi- 
dent addrecsed a great crowd. He said: 
"I trust that when we come to write the 
final conclusions of this struggle into the 
permanent forms of treaty, they' shall 
be based on justice and right and hu- 
manity." 


The presidential train reached Cin- 


cinnati at 1:30. The president bowed 
his acknowledgment to trje crowd in 
waiting, butTmade no speech! Congress- 
man Shattuck and %;< party of citizens 
boarded thejraigjanjj shook hands with 
the president, but the stop was only long 
enough for railroad officials and news- 
paper men to board the train to accom- 
pany the president as far as Columbus. 


The chamber of commerce''telegraphed 


the executive, asking if he could not stop 
here for a reception, but the engagement* 
in Columbus and elsewhere prevented 
the president from leaving his train.

ARTHUR BAGNON'S COFFIN 


Wit Ordered Not to Be Opened, 


Bui Pirenls Were Anxious That 


Identity oi the Corpee Should 


Be Undisputed. 


After the burial last Tuesday of Ar- 


thur Qagnon, the 
young telegraph 


operator who died last week In Jack- 
sonville, Fla., while In the government 
slgnal'fceryice, his father. Trefliu Gas- 
non, had some mlsgh Ings. In the first 
place, he reereted having the body of 
his son carried to the gra\ e in the 
rough box in which it came from the 
south, and in the second,, place he 
wanted to be sure thotLthe body was 
that of his son 
The directions were 


not to'open the box and these' were 
followed, although the board of health 
gave permission to open it in case the 
family dsslred to do so. But they fear- 
ed there might be some risk of con- 
tracting disease by so doing and the 
body was burled without being seen 
But In returning to their friends the 
bodies of soldiers who died at the front 
mistakes have occurred, and In view of 
this fact Mr. Gagnon could not feel 
easy. He therefore obtained a permit 
to open the grave the day after the 
funeral and make an examination 
Undertaker Lord and F. A. Secor were 
present with him when It was done. 
Inside the rough box was found a 
lining of lead and within this was a 
good casket. The casket was opened 
and all question a» to tbc Identity of 
the body was at once removed. It « as 
in a good state of preservation and the 
features looked very natural. 
The results of the Investigation are 


a source of much satisfaction to Mr 
Qagnon and his family and hla friends 
They now know that there w»e no mis- 
take and that the body at the young 
man was properly cared for and en- 
cased for burial 
Their only regret Is 


that the casket was not opened before 
the funeral, that the rough box might 
have been dispensed with In carrying 
the body to the church and cemetery.
